“Find Cause and Discover 
Cure 
Johns Hopkins University, of Bal- 
timore, Maryland, is now mobilizing 
the many units of its great medical 
school, and organizing a concerted 


‘Veo-operative campaign” against the 


common cold for the purpose of fix- 
ing its cause and discovering a cure. 
At first thought the cursory reader 
may ‘be inclined to ridicule the pro- 
{posal as something akin to employing 
a steam hammer to crack a peanut, 
more especially when he learns that 
} this major offensive will be financed 
jby a $195,000 gift from the Clremical 
Foundation, its President, Mr. Fran- 
cis P. Garvan, having always heen 
deeply interested in chemistry as a 
weapon in the war on disease. But 
when it is ‘rememiberéd’ that . these 
“minor” respiratory ailments, because 
of the working days thus lost to in- 
dustry, result: in a heavier economic 
handicap than any other single var- 
jety of disability, the reason for the 
campaign becomes plainly obvious. 
Surveys of the United States Public 
Health Service reveal that colds year- 
ly disable four. in.every ten men and 
seven in every ten women-——a direct 
loss to industry of 1.4 days a year 
for each man on the payroll and 2.1 
per annum in every ten women. This 
does not include the loss cue to the 
lowered efficiency of those. who refuse 
to give in and bungle through their 
jobs. This has never been computed,

er lines of activities. The meeting en- 
dorsed government action to provide 
this*country-with-an-adequate-defen=: 
give-air- forces: = 
Speakers were strongly jn favor of 
the encouragement of Caandian air- 
craft industries, and it was felt that 
in 25 years the Dominion would be in- 
dependent in this regard, A motion-to 
affiliate with the Air League of the 
British Empire will be taken up later.- 
The following aims and objects o 
the league were adopted: { 
To ensure the fullest development 
of civil and commercial aviation in 
Canada; to encourage establishment 
of the aircraft manufacturing indus- — 
try in Canada; to encourage research, 
experiment and education in. science 
of aeronautics, To. support the re- 
quirements of defence and to. secure 
Canadian and other British interests 
in aviation and to be entirely indepen- 
dent of all political parties. 


It was decided that for the present , 


headquarters shall be in Ottawa, with 
branches all over Canada.

Simultaneously it was announced 
that sticcessful tests in television be- 
tween London. and New York have 
brought this latest scientific. marvel 
appreciably nearer the stage where it 
can ‘be operated commercially making 
it possible for London to see events 
happening in New York or vice vérsa. 

The expansion in trans-Atlantic 
telephoning, however, is more impor- 
tant at the present time because of 
the, trade possibilities it fosters.
